‘ALLIES, MORE THAN TEUTONS, 
HAVE PROFITED BY LULL IN 
BIG BATTLE, SAYS REPINGTON 


Assembly of Forces From All Countries Op- 
posed to Germany Has Been Permitted, 
Critic Points Out—Next Stage of 
Enemy Attack Imminent.

LONDON, May i14.—Accordimg to 


allied reports from the battle front, 
this week or the following is eypect- 
ed to witness the opening of the next 


and most critical stage of the Ger- 
man attack. It will be a season 
which will almost normally suit for 
a converging attack upon the allied 
forces. In Italy snow has held late 
this spring on the Trentino foothills 
and consequently the rivers of the 
Italian plains are more full than 
usual, so that, in spite of German 
impatience for the Austrians to be- 
gin, it is not yet certain whether the 
latter can meet the wishes of their 
fmperial friends quite so soon as 
these could desire. 

On the whole, although there ap- 
parently has been some considerable 
redistribution of the German forces 
in France, masses of the enemy 
still stand in their old positiows and 
the Arras-Montdidier front retains 
tts dominating importance. Some 
more German divisions are up, and 
by this time the concentration for- 
ward of German artillery should 
nearly be completed. But the east- 
ern front of the German armies is 
certainly less clear than Ludendorff 
must have hoped. 

Situation in East. : 

It has been quite a considerable 
operation that Gen. Count von der 
Goltz has had to carry out in Fin- 
land, while in the Ukraine Field Mar- 
hal von Eichhorn and Gen. Koch’s 

oops have had much troubie and 
have had to open up the road to Cri- 
mea and reach the Black Sea. They 
are already at Rostoff-on-the-Don, 
and the consequences may be serious. 
There is also the rest cf the long 
front between these twce extremi- 
tiles which needs watching, so that 
the situation on this side is some- 
what less favorable to Germany than 
when the eastern treaties were 
stgned. The Copenhagen Poiitiken 
tells that in the Reichstag the losses 
in France since March 21 are put 
down at 600,000. We cannot safely 
count on a larger figure than 400,- 
000, but it is possible that the Ger- 
man losses may be heavier than we 
think. Though we must allow that 
the enemy has enough reserves to 
carry on, the loss even of 300,000 or 
400,000 men must be a heavy blow 
to Germany when we consider the 
immense losses of the last four years, 
and that it has caused discsusion 
must be judged from the at least 
temporary abandonment of massed

There are good signs and there is 
also hope, which can only be proved 
correct by the event, that the delay 
in bringing matters to a climax has 
profited u&’ more than the enemy.

Our trusty navy, with another 
smart stroke dtrected by Sir Roger 
Keyes, has, if not sealed, at all events 
seriously incommoded the port of 
Ostend, and I find it difficult to be- 
lieve, knowing that port fairly well,

Tactical Surprise Still Possible. 

A tactical surprise there still may 
be with perfect arrangements, and 
no doubt there will be a prodigous 
display of guns, but I can see little 
room left for a strategical surprise, 
except by the violation of Switzer- 
land or the’delivery of a oversea at- 
tack upon the United Kingdom. I 
should like to know for certain where 
Mackensen is just now, and still more 
where are some of the good divisions 
he had with him in the East a couple 
of months ago. I have not been able 
to pick them up in any of the reports 
from the French front or from Rus- 
sia. Perhaps our intelligence offices 
know, for they know most things, 
but my idea of an overseas attack 
upon England may be revived. It 
requires some hardihood to suggest 
it, in view of our naval opinion which 
longs for it and prays for it, so I 
will say no more than that it is one 
of two surprises which the German 
strategy 'may spring upon us and I 
think we should never rule it out, 
under certain conditions.

MONARCHS FOR 
FORMER RUSSIAN 
PROVINCES CHOSEN 


Austrian and German Em- 
perors Said to Have Picked 
Rulers for Lithuania, Cour- 
land, Esthonia and Poland. 


MET AT THE GERMAN 
GREAT HEADQUARTERS 


Conference Thought to Have 
Reached Some Conclusion 
on New Military Drive, 
Either on Italy or in West. 


LONDON, May 15 (By A. P.).— 
The Austrian and German Emperors 
at their meeting at German great 
headquarters, German newspapers 
say, according to an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from Copenhagen, se- 
lected monarchs for Lithuania, 
Courland, Esthonia and Poland. 

The recent meeting of Emperor 
William and Emperor Charles is of 
absorbing interest to the British 
public. There are two viewpoints 
which appeared in the comment on 
the meeting, one as to the immediate 
result of the conference and _ the 
other as to its future results, but 
both are of paramount importance. 
The first is the effect which the 
meeting is likely to have in military 
events, whether another great blow 
at Italy may be expected to coincide 
with the daily expected renewal of 
the onslaught at the Anglo-French 
front, also whether Austria can be 
persuaded to send troops to. the 
western front to strengthen exhaust- 
ed German divisions. 

Cement Defensive Alliance. 

The most distant outcome of the 
meeting and its cementing of a po- 
litical and economic defensive alli- 
ance of the central Powegs is a re- 
alization that eventually must be 
faced in the materialization of the 
Mittel Europa policy, and it is ar- 
gued that if this is accomplished 
the natural reply of the Entente na- 
tions would be the placing in opera- 
tion of the resolutions calling for 
economic pressure against Germany, 
known as the Paris resolution be- 
cause it is contended that only by 
the strongest economic pressure 
could the Entente deal with the 
greatest unit of power ever known 
in the world’s history. 

Comments from Austrian newspa- 
pers reaching London tend to con- 
firm the opinion that the alliance of 
the central Powers had been consoli- 
dated in an all-embracing manner. 
Vienna newspapers are unanimous in 
the view that a multitude of enemies 
necessitates self-preservation and 
demands that Germany and Austria- 
Hungary should give their defensive 
alliance a general character. They 
also emphasize that neither empire 
will give up its political, military or 
economic personality. 

Powers Reported United. 

The Fremdenblatt says that the 
two’ Powers are united for common 
defense, not only as formerly against 
Russia, but also against any other 
Powers which should attack either 
ally, and adds that in accordance 
with the political deepening of the 
alliance, measure also will be taken 
to provide that the military domain 
will guarantee compensation to the 
German and Austro-Hungarian 
armies by which neither the indi- 
viduality nor the organization of the 
armies of Germany or of Austria- 
Hungary will be assailed. 


At the meeting of Emperor Wil- 
liam and Emperor Charles, the Daily 
Chronicle says apparently a_ step 
was taken toward formally defining 
and recognizing the subservient re- 
lations of the dual monarchy toward 
the German empire. 

“An independent Austria-Hun- 
gary,’’ the newspaper adds, “is im- 
possible, chiefly because not one of 
its constituent nationalities wants it. 
The Austrian, German and Magyar 
dominant minorities ruling over suc- 
cessive majorities do not want an in- 
dependent monarchy, but a mon- 
archy dependent on Germany which 
can help them maintain their un- 
natural position. 

“On the other hand, the Czechs, 
Slovaks and Jugoslavs do not want 
a dual monarchy in any form, inde- 
pendent or otherwise. They want in- 
dependent Czech, Slovak and Jugo- 
slay states. Between these two 
schools any attempt by Emperor 
Charles to reassert the independence 
of the Hapsburgs is: doomed to fail 
helplessly.” 


Whole Districts of Austrian Are Re- 
ported Depopulated. 

LONDON, May 15 (By A. P.).— 
A graphic picture of the terrible eco- 
nomic stress prevailing in Bosnia 
and Herzegovina is published by the 
newspaper Glasloboda, of Agram, 
Austria. The paper declares that 
only two provinces in the Austrian 
empire have suffered more terribly 
from the war than Bosnia and Her- 
zegovnia. 

“Those two provinces,” it says, 
“are Galicia and Bukowina, which 
were the cockpits of great conflicts 
between the -Austrian and Ridssian 
armies. Nevertheless the situation 
in Bosnia and Herzegovnia is hor- 
rible. 

“Entire districts of Bosnia and the 
whole of the eastern part of Herze- 
govnia are today depopulated and

James E. Smith Charges Fi- 
nancial and Railway In- 
fluences Oppose Develop- 
ment of River Trade. 


Two important developments at 
this morning's session of the Missis- 
sippi Valley Waterways Association, 
in convention at Hotel, Statler, were 
the annual report of President James 
E. Smith, in which he charged that 
railroad interests and certain large 
financial interests In the East are 
hampering the efforts to revive traf- 
fic on the Mississippi, and the adop- 
tion of resolutions recommending to 
Dtrector-General McAdoo the estab- 
lishment of a Government barge line 
between St. Louis and New Orleans. 

The resolution expressed the opin- 
ion that a fleet of eight towboats and 
48 barges should be provided, and 
that the Director-General should es- 
tablish through rates in connection 


fwith railroads .with the purpose of 


providing a minimum rail and a 
maximum water haul. The resolu- 
tion also recommended extension of 
boat service on the Upper Mississippi, 
the Missouri, Ohio and Illinois rivers 
as a war measure. 

After reviewing the efforts made 


| during the last year to bring about 


greater use of the Mississippi for 
traffic and calling attention to con- 
gestion at Atlantic ports caused by 
the great increase in the export of 
war munitions and other materials, 
which he said might be relieved by 
the use of the Mississippi and the 
port of New Orleans as an outlet for 
the products of the Mississippi Val- 
ley, President Smith continued: 

“Why are not _the eé¢ommon 
sense methods that we are advocat- 
ing put into effect?

Protecting Port of New York. 

“Add to this condition the fact that 
certain selfish financial interests do 
not want any tonnage diverted from 
the port of New York and will not 
allow any such diversion as long as 
they can prevent it, ane you have 
the whole story. 

“The time has come for the peo- 
ple of the great Central West to re- 
fuse to allow the East to decide for 
us the question as to what we need.

“And let me show you a Sample of 
the sort of camouflage that is being 
thrown in our path, right now, at 
this moment. Director McAdoo re-

that they have already decided to 
use the new Erie Canal. Think of 
the absurdity of sucha proposition, 
and think, too, of the injustice of it. 
Think of placing a case in court in 
the hands of 12 jurors, all of whom 
were known enemies of the defend- 
ant, and you have the exact parallel 
of our position. 

“These influences, thus far, have 
successfully prevented us from car- 
rying out our plans, but we are in 
the fight to a finish, and we must

Tells of Goltra Experiment. 

In his report President Smith told 
of the experiment undertaken by 
Edward F. Goltra in shipping coal 
from St. Louis to Minneapolis on a 
fleet of barges,.-which returnéd with 
cargoes of iron ore. As a result of 
this trip the Government has au- 
thorized the construction of a fleet 
of four towboats and 24 steel barges 
for operation on the upper Missis- 
sippi. The Waterways Association 
has been urging a similar fleet of 
larger barges for the lower part of 
the river. 


Lack of funds greatly hampered 
the work of the association, Presi- 
dent Smith said. When the associa- 
tion was organized a year ago tt was 
estimated that the expenses for the 
first year would be about $20,000 and 
it was agreed that the commercial 
organizations of the cities in the 
Mississippi Valley should = furnish 
this on a pro rata basis. Many cities 
have failed to raise their proportion 
and some have not raised anything, 
he said, with the result that the as- 
sociation had only $9000 to work 
with. St. Louis raised more than 
its proportion. 

A proper solution of the financial 
question will determine the future 
success of the organization, Smith 
said.

Negro Force in France 


Proud of Their Unit and 


of Their 40-Piece Band 


American Volunteers Get Along Well With 
French and Their Senegalese Brethren—Vil- 
lage Folk Like Old Plantation Melodies.

IN FRANCE, May 15.—I have found 
the lost tribe of the American expe- 
ditionary force—the negro vqQlun- 
teers from New York. Since Janu- 


ary they have been in France, and 
many considerations make this con- 
tingent as interesting as any the 
United States has contributed to the 
common cause. 

They are over here, their typical 
negro selves. : 

There was a premature explosion 
of a hand grenade in their ranks one 
day. 

“Refore Gawd, Captain,” a dusky 
grenadier replied contritely, ‘when 
taxed with dropping his missile, 
“that thing jes’ began to swell right 
up in mah hand and I had to let her 
go.” 

The standard of intelligence in the 
unit is extremely high and no illit- 
eracy is noticeable. Many of the 
men have become French talkers 
and I heard animated conversations 
between our darkies and the Senee 
galese who chanced to be passing. 

The American negro lads get 
along famously with both white and 
black Frenchmen. In their dealings 
with the feminine population they 
are punctiliously polite, and not a 
singié complaint has been lodged 
against them jn this respect. Natur- 
ally they are delighted at the com- 
plete lack of racial prejudice they 
have found in France, «nd some of 
them have declared to me their in- 
tention of remaining here after the 
war. Théir pride in their unit 
speaks well for a continuance of 
the high morale they have mani- 
fested so far. 

Band of Forty Pieces. 

But they seem to be prouder still 
of their band of 40 pieces. Some 
one donated $10,000 for this band. 
He would never regret it if he could 
see how much pleasure it has 
brought into the dreary lives of the 
aged men, women a nd children in 


the villages in which the negro 
troops have sojourned. 
James Furope, once considered 


America’s greatest negro bandmas- 
ter, and now a First Lieutenant with 
drafted 17 
members of the Municipal Orchestra 
of Porto Rico in order that his regi- 
mental band should have worthy 
players of reed instruments. The 
average negro’s lips, Furope  ex- 
plained, are too thick to enable him 
to play well an instrument like the 
flute. < } 

Democracy is carried to the nth 
degree in this New York outfit. 
There are two hegro Captains under 


whom white Lieutenants are serving 

vithout.the least friction. Lieut 
Furope’s fellow officers include a 
newspaper man once on the New 
York World, and a member of a mil- 
sionaire family who, not long ago, 
was militia secretary to Gov... Whit- 
man. (Lieutenant-Colonel Lorillard 
Spencer. ) 

Not the least curious phase of the 
unit’s war diary is the trials and trib- 
ulations it underwent on its way 
here. It embarged for France the 
first time in October last. Part of 
its equipment failed to arrive and the 
sailing was postponed till Novembe- 
Two hundred miles at sea, a bent 
piston rod forced the transport to put 
back to its homé port. The troops 
started again in December and were 
again compelled to return, this time 
by fire in the coal bunkers. Ten days 
later they got under way for the third 
time, and in a blizzard in New York 
Harbor the bow of their ship was 
stove in by a collision with a tanker. 
The captain was going to return to 
the pier when a company of army 
mechanicians on board insisted on 
patching up the hull themselves with 
concrete. They did so, and in Jan- 
uary the unit finally landed in 


Trained by Frenchmen. 

They were immediately sent to an- 
other maritime base, where they did 
every imaginable chore from chop- 
ping wood to building railroads. Not 
until March were they ordered North 
to begin their training under French 
instructors, close to the front. — 

While this was the first Amerti- 
can negro contingent to reach 
France, there are others now under- 
going intensive training at widely 
separated pomts. I visited three oth- 
er outfits, When I was in one of 
their villages, a battalion’ assembled 
for a singing competition the hke of 
which the French peasants never 
had heard. Under the leadership of 
two noncommissioned officers, both 
of whom are graduates of negro col- 
leges and.one of whom had been a 
distinguished preacher in a Southern 
state, they sang old plantation hymns 
in their soft, melodious tones. Some 
of their hymns were “It’s Me, O 
Lore, Standing in Need of Prayer,”’ 
“You’d Better Run,” “Little David, 
Play on Your. Harp,” “Hallelujah” 
and “Do You Think I'll Make a Sol- 
dier of the Cross?”’ 

Among the throngs of French folk 
who stood listening to the smging 
and who evidently enjoyed what was 
really a musical treat, was.a French 
officer, I translated the words of 
the last-named song to him. 

“IT don’t know whether they are 
soldiers of the cross,” he observed, 
“but I am pretty sure they are going 
to be very fine soldiers of the United 
States.”’

“The condition at the Italian front 


is far from satisfactory. The Italian 
disaster was not occasioned by the 
lack of men or guns; the Italian army 
was broken by the same sort of Bol- 
shevik campaign which corrupted 
Russia. Eintire Italian regiments 
suddenly threw down their arms, ex- 
pecting to fraternize with Austrian 
regiments which had, the night be- 
fore, confronted them, only to learn 
when too late that Prussian regi- 
ments had supplanted the Austrians 
with whom they had recently been 
These Prussian regi- 
ments rushed through the gap in the 
Italian lines and captured 250,000 
men and over a thousand cannon. 
The disaster is almost unparalleled— 
it is certainly unparalleled in modern 
times. 

“But the most disappointing fact 
in connection with the Italian situa- 
tion is that, while Italy has more’sol- 
diers than she can use upon her now 


circumscribed front, both France and 


England find it necessary to main- 
tain regiments in Italy. The circume 
stance is significant and its impor- 
tance must not be ignored. 

“The 147,000,000 population of the 
Central Powers is fronted by a pop- 
ulation in France of 40,000,000 and 
in the United Kingdom of 46, 000,- 
000—a total of 86,000,000 people 
from which troops are to be raised, 
and these are the only people either 
upon or contiguous to the battle 
front. Even here England is disad- 
vantaged by the fact that she must 
cross the channel and be subjected 
to many territorial difficulties. Of 
course, we must count in addition 
the population of Canada, 8,000, 000; 
of Australia, 5,000,000; of New Zea- 
land, 1,100,000; but these peoples 
are located from 3000 to 9000 miles 
away from the scene of action. 

“It is estimated that it would be 
easier for France to place 10,000,000 
men upon the battle line, if she had 
a population as great as the United 
States, than it would be for the Unit-

The very shipment of the 
men involves a vast tonnage; the 
carriage of supplies is an almost in- 
conceivable task. 
“Conquer We Must.” 

“Whoever, therefore, looks the sit- 
uation deliberately in the face must 
know that if we are to conquer, as 
conquer we must, it will be neces- 
sary for this country to arm, equip 
and transport to France an army of 
from three to six million soldiers. 
This is a task more gigantic than 
ever was successfully undertaken in 
the history of the world; it is pos- 
sible only because of the incalculable 
resources of our land and@ becatse 
of the deathless courage and invinci- 
ble determination of our citizens. 

“I desire now to direct your atten- 
tion to some of the accomplish- 
ments, as- well as some of the fail- 
ures, of our war program. I do not 
hesitate to say that we have not yet 
grasped the magnitude of the task 
before us. Men are still talking 
about an army of a million and a 
half or two million men in France. 
Such an army is liable to be over- 
whelmed. The 500,000 men we now 
have in that country are endangered 
constantly, and terribly endangered. 
unless, and until, we shall sen& 
enough more troops to make victory 
certain, If we increase our army to 
a million men, it will not, in my 
judgment and in the judgment of 
many military experts, be victory. If 
we had no troops in Europe, and the 
allied lines were broken, we could 
stand upon our own shores and defy 
the central Powers for all time, but 
that is not the case and cannot be the 
case. I am, therefore, in favor of 
raising a vast army as rapidly as it 
is possible to arm, equip and land it 
in Europe. 

Progress of Program. 

“There has’ been much complaint 
and bitter disappointment over the 
progress of our war program. Some 
of these complaints have been well- 
founded; but many have painted the 
situation in colors too dark. I re- 
gard it as the duty of every man con- 
nected with the Government to point 
out every error or mistake the mo- 
ment the information comes.

NEW NORTH SEA MINE 
FIELD RESTRICTIONS ON 


British Admiralty Issues Regula- 
tions Governing in New Ef- 
fort Against Submarines. 


LONDON, May 15 (By A. P.).— 
The British Admiralty restrictions on 
navigation i nthe northern part of 
the North Sea, in consequence of the 
laying of a great mine field to foil 
submarines, became operative today. 

After dark no ship will be allowed 
within the prescribed area and any 
vessel finding itself there half an 
hour after sunset must anchor. 

The rgulations include strict rules 
affecting all except warships enter- 
ing and leaving the ports of Nortiiern 
Scotland and the Orkney and Shet- 
land Islands. 

The vast barrier, which seems to 
have been over-estimated in extent 
in earlier reports, is now said 
cover approximately 22,000 square 
miles. Many details obviously can- 
not be divulged, but it is generally 
accepted that the barrier is designed 
to fence in as far as possible U-boats 
and other enemy craft in the north- 
ern end of the North Sea in the same 
manner that the barrier across the 
Straits of Dover already effectively 
blocks their access to the Channel. 

Confidence is expressed that the 
new measures, combined with the 
recent operations at Zeebrugge and 
Ostend, must greatly handicap the 
movements of the U-boats and fur- 
ther discourage the hopes that Ger- 
many has placed in the submarine 
campaign. 

Asked in the Hous of Commons to- 
day by Robert P. Houston, a Liver- 
pool shipowner, for information “as 
to our successful operations in cap- 
turing enemy submarines around 
the coast during the past three 
weeks,”’ Thomas J. McNamara, finan- 
cial secretary of the Admiralty, made 
this reply: 

“On the whole, the general trend 
of the submarine warfare has proz- 
ressed quite satisfactorily since the 
first of January.”

MYSTERY IN FALL O 
AIRPLANE FROM CLOUDS 


American Machine Dropped Be- 
hind Our Lines in France, Kill- 
ing Pilot and Observer. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, May 14 (By A. P.).— 
Falling through the clouds, an Amer- 


ican airplane crashed to earth a mile 
and a quarter behind the American 
lines in the Toul sector late this aft- 
ernoon, killing both the pilot and 
observer. 

How the machine happened to 
drop is a mystery that may never be 
solved. One of three things is be- 
lieved to have happened. An enemy 
aviator hidden in the clouds surprised 
it, a stray piece from a German anti- 
aircraft she’! hit it or an accident 
caused it to collapse. 

The machine was seen flying over 
the lines and anti-aircraft shells were 
bursting around it.

In this part of the front the Ger- 
mans are using searchlights and 
trench mortars occasionally, although 
the artillery fire is below normal. The 
American front lines are swept by 
enemy machine guns, but there have 
been no casualties. There is consid- 
erable activity back of the German 
lines. 

The Toul sector, where American 
troops are stationed, has been ex- 
ceedingly quiet during the last 24 
hours. The artillery fire has been 
at a minimum and there is little 
aerial activity until late in the day. 


CORONER'S JURY EXONERATES 
BARTENDER IN SALOON KILLING 


Jake Cusnmano, 32 years old, of 
1106 North Ninth street, a bartender, 
who shot and fatally wounded Ar- 
thur Pustmueller, 28, in the saloon of 
Felice Mendello at 1225 Franklin av- 
enue last Thursday, was exonerated 
today by a Coroner's jury, which re- 
turned a verdict of homicide at the 
inquest, but stipulated that Cusuma- 
no fired in self-defense. 

The bartender did not make a 
statement at the inquest, but previ- 
ously had told the police Pustmuel- 
ler and two companions entered the 
saloon and threw bottles at him 
when he refused to serve them be- 
cause of a warning issued by the 
Excise Commissioner to the saloon 
keeper not to serve Pustmueller.

BAN PLACED ON HEARST PAPERS 


Mount Vernon, N. Y. Ordinance 
Passed Against Them and Ger- 
man Publications. 

NEW YORK, May 15 (Special.).— 
3y a vote of 7 to 3 the Board of Al- 
dermen of Mount Vernon last night 
made it a misdemeanor to sell or dis- 
tribute German language newspapers 
and the New York American and the 
New York Evening Journal, Hearst's 
publications, in the city. 

“All newspapers and publications 
which have or may hereafter be print- 
ed in the German language, together 
with certain publications known as 
the New York American and the New 
York Evening Journal,” the resolu- 
tion says, “are deemed by,this com- 
mon council properly to be classified 
as newspapers and publications harm- 
ful to the best interests of this nadion 
in the prosecution of the war.’ 

The Mayor is expected to sign the 
ordinance. The penalty for violation 
of the measure is fixed at a fine not 
to exceed $500 or imprisonment not 
to exceed six months in the county 
penitentiary or botn. The ban runs 
until the end of the war. 


NEW THEORY AS TO GANCER 


Paris Scientist Holds It Is Due to 
Excessive Blood Eliminations. 

PARIS, May 14.—The theory that 
cancer is not. of microbic origin, but 
is due to the excessive elimination of 
certain substances normally con- 
tained in the blood, is supported by 
a report of the researches of Prof. 
Mubard, just published by the Acad- 
emy of Medicine. 

Finding that the system of can- 
cerous subjects was particularly poor 
in magnesia, Prof. Dubard admin- 
‘stered large doses of it to patients 
operated on for cancer, and reports 
re-encouraging results in a large 
ber of cases.

Sang Only La-La-La, But 
Thought It Worth $1250 


‘Tenor Constantino Refused to Return Advance 
Money, Holding Name Was Worth Some- 
thing, Opera Producer Testifies. 


Even though Florencio Constanti- 
no, Spanish tenor, only sang la-la-la 
and wah-wah-wah and made other 


sounds like that in Hémer Moore's 
opera, ‘“‘Louis XIV,’’ at the Odeon, in 
February, 1917, he felt that it was 
worth $1250, for did he not also loan 
Moore his name, the name of the 
great Constantino, to advertise the 
show? That was the way Constanti- 
no felt about it when Moore fired him 
after the first night’s performance 
and demanded the return of the 
$1250 that had been paid him in 
advance, as revealed by Moore’s tes- 
timony in Judge Grimm’s court yes- 
terday in his suit to recover the 
$4250. 

Constantino, it seems, looked upon 
it as purely an advertising proposi- 
tion. It did not otcur to him that he 
was expected to really sing in a local 
production of an opera by a local 
composer, financed by the compos- 
er’s friends. It was enough that he 
permitted the use of his name. For 
the rest the la-la-la and wah-wah- 
wah would suffice. And as for re- 
hearsals, was he not the great artist ? 
And for the great artist rehearsals 
are not necessary. 


It cost from $12,000 to $15,000 to 
produce the opera, Moore told tha 
court. Constantino was to have sung 
at the four performances and was to 
have been paid $2500. He saved 
$1250 of that by discharging the ar- 
tist for not knowing his part, but he 
testified that he was ‘“‘compelled to 
hand out money right and left” be- 
cause of Constantino’s failure to sing. 
He admitted on  cross-examination 
that nobody demanded their money 
back on account of Constantino, but, 
he testified, ‘I told him that he had 
not only ruined the opera but also 
my reputation,” 

Arrived Here Late. 


The agreement, according to 
Moore, was that Constantino was to 
arrive in St. Louis from his Los 
Angeles home two weeks in advance 
of the time set to produce the opera 
to take part in rehearsals. He also 
was to know the words and music 
before he arrived. He did not get 
here until six days before the time 
set for the opera, and on the first 
day of his arrival he appeared for re- 
hearsal in the morning, Moore said. 

He sang well, but frequently had 
to refer to the book, showing he had 
not memorized the words, Moote 
said. That night there was another 
rehearsal at which Constantino com- 
plained he had caught cold during 
the day standing around in the snow 
and could not take part in the re- 
hearsal. Moore said that Con- 
stantino only rehearsed his part 
once and that he made the excuse he 
knew his part and it was not cus- 
tomary for great artists to attend re- 
hearsals.. Because of Constantino’s 
condition it was necessary to post- 
pone the opera four days, Moore 
said. 

The first performance was held 
Feb. 16, in which Constantino sang 
the title role. “He did not sing either 
the words or the music,” testified 
Moore. “The third bar he went 
wrong on. From that time it was a 
question whether he could sing at all. 
Sometimes he made noises. He did 
not even act his part. In the first act 
he was fairly familiar with his part. 
Later on he would la-la-la and wah- 
wah-wah and make other such 
sounds. Sometimes he would be out 
with the orchestra and he interfered 
with other singers. Some of the art- 
ists told me he made it impossible for 
them to sing. There were bars he 
sang very nicely, but those little 
places would not amount to 1-500th 
of the whole role. He didn’t know 
the words and he substituted any 
sound that came to him.” ‘ 

The next day Moore went to Con- 
stantino’s room at the Hotel Jeffer- 
son to discharge him. 

“As I approached his room,” said 
the plaintiff, “I heard him rehears- 
ing his part and I stopped at the 
door to listen. In a little while he 
went wrong and did not seem to be 
able to get right with his accompa- 
nist. So I knocked on the door and 


went in to tell him he was discharged. 
I told him that he had ruined the 
opera and my _ reputation, that I 
didn’t feel he was competent to ap- 
pear and that the other artists didn’t 
want to sing with him. 


He made no objection to the termi- 
nating of his contract but when I 
demanded the advance money back 
he refused, saying that he had lent 
the use of his name to advertise the 
enterprise, and that he felt this was 
all he was called upon to do. I in- 
formed him his name was not of 
such great consequence to me.” 

Ordtred Ads 


Constantino’s lawyer, Robert W. 
Hall, tried to show by the witness 
that he had insisted on the défend- 
ant’s singtrig despite his sore throat 
and: hoarse condition. Moore an- 
swered that the singer’s physician 
had advised he was in condition to 
sing. Hall also tried to show that 
his client knew the words and music 
and that it was his foreign accent 
which made it seem to the contrary. 
Moore admitted that Constantino 
could not sing in English without an 
accent, but “he could sing it good 
enough if he knew what he was do- 
ing.” 

The lawyer also inauired about 
the appearance of newspaper adver- 
tisements to the effect that Constan- 
tino would sing in the opera after he 
had been discharged. “We ordered 
the ads stopped but some times news- 
papers go to press before you can 
stop things,” Moore explained. 

“Didn’t you advertise Constantino 
as a $1250-a-night man?” asked 
Hall. 

“That may have been in the pa- 
pers—I didn’t have time to read them 
at that time,” the witness answered. 

The lawyer then inquired in regard 
to the alleged custom of placing 
prompters in various parts of thea- 
ters and on the stage to give per- 
formers their cue. Moore said there 
was such a custom “but that Con- 
stantino was not able to do his part 
even with prompting.” “Why pick 
on Constantino?” shouted the lawyer. 

“Did you think it was safe to put 
him on when he did not know his 
part?” 

“T didn’t know he didn’t know it. 
He assured me he knew it from coy- 
er to cover.”’ 

Moore Cross-examined. 

Moore on cross-examinatifOn today 
was asked if he had not told Con- 
stantino that he “had to sing.”’ 

“I never told Constantino he ‘had’ 
to do any way,” Moore answered. 
“That is not the way to deal with 
artists, but a sure way to start a 
mutiny in camp.” 

W. Russell Rizer, a tenor who sang 
a minor part in the opera, declared 
that Constantino, being considered 
one of the great tenors, he had 
watched his performance closely. He 
testified that Constantino did well 
enough in ,the first two acts, but 
thereafter did not do so well. “He 
appeared to have been drinking or 
something to that effect,” Rizer tes- 
tified. 

Rizer was asked if it were possible 
for a singer with a severe cold to 
sing. “A good singer can make a 
pleasant sound even though he has a 
cold,” Rizer answered. 

Richard L. Stokes of the Post-Dis- 
patch testified that after the first act 
of the opera he went to Constan- 
tino’s dressing room “to find out 
what was the matter.” 

He said ne found H. de Bernard, 
a singing teacher, ministering to 
Constantino, who was gargling his 
throat with brandy. 

“Don’t you know that all great 
singers, including Caruso, gargle 
their throats with diluted liquor to 
concentrate their throats?’ Con- 
stantino’s attorney asked. 

“i never have heard of it,” Stokes 
replied. 

Constantino is not in court, but 
his deposition in the case sets forth 
that the reason he could not sing 
was because of a cold he contracted 
after he arrived in this city. He is 
supervisor of a music school in Los 
Angeles at a salary of $100 a week, 
he says.

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ADMIRALTY’S DESCRIPTION 


OF NIGHT RAID TO PLUG 


OSTEND HARBOR ENTRANCE 


Enemy Surprised Under Smoke Screen—Fog 
Impeded Operation Until Sudden Rift 
Let Vindictive In. 


LONDON, May 15 (By A. P.).— 
The Admiralty has issued the fol- 
lowing graphic story of the Ostend 
operation: 

“Dunkirk, May 14.—The Sirius 
lies in the surf some 2000 yards east 
of the entrance to Ostend Harbor, 
which she failed so gallantly to 


| block, and, when, in the early hours 


of yesterday morning, the Vindictive 
groped her way through the smoke 
screen, and headed for the entrance, 
it was as though the old -fighting 
ship awoke and looked on. 

“A coastal motor boat had visited 
her and hung a flare in her stack 
and rusted rigging, and that eye of 
unsteady fire, paling in the blaze of 
star shells, or reddening through the 
drift of smoke, watched the whole 
great enterprise from the moment 
when it hung in doubt to its ultimate 
triumphant success. 

“The planning and execution of 
that success had been entrusted by 
Vice Admiral Sir Robert Keyes to 
Commodore Hubert Lynes, who di- 
rected the previous attempt to block 
the harbor with the Sirius and Bril- 
Hant. Upon that occasion a combi- 
nation of unforeseen and unforeseea- 
ble conditions had fought against 
aim. 

Effects of a Surprise. 

“Upon this the main problem was 
to secure the effect of a surprise at- 
tack upon an enemy, who was clear- 
iy, from his ascertained dispositions, 
expecting him. The Sirius and Bril- 
liant had been baffled by the dis- 
placement of the Stroom Bank bouy, 
which marks the channel to the har- 
bor entrance. But since then aerial 
reconnaissance had established that 
the Germans had removed the buoy 
altogether, and that there now were 
no guiding marks of any kind. They 
al had cut gaps in the piers as a 
precaution against a landing, and, 
further, when, toward midnight 
Thursday, the ships moved from 
their anchorage. it was known that 
some nine German destroyers were 
out, and were at large upon the 
coast. 

“The solution of the problem is 
best indicated by the chronicle of 
events. It was a night that prom- 
ised well for the enterprise—nearly 
windless—and what little breeze 
stirred came a point or so west of 
north. The sky was lead blue, faint- 
ly star-dotted, with no moon, and a 
still sea for small craft, motor 
launches and coastal motor boats, 
whose work was dore close inshore. 

“From the destroyer which served 
the Commodore for a flag ship the 
remainder of the force were .visible 
only as silhouettes of blackness— 
the destroyers looming like cruisers 
in the darkness, the motor boats like 
destroyers, and the coastal motor 
boats showing themselves as racing 
hillocks of foafm. 

German Planes About. 

‘From Dunkirk a sudden brief 
flurry of gunfire announced _ that 
German airplanes were about. They 
were actually on the way to visit 
Calais, and over the invisible coast 
of Flanders the summer lightning 


of restless artillery rose and fell 
monotonously.

Announcement Assures Primary 
in August, Prior to Election 
in November. 


Doubt which has existed in the 
minds of many politicians as _ to 
whether there would be a primary 
election for United States Senator 
in August has been dispelled by an 
announcement by Gov. Gardner that 
he will call an election for Senator 
for the November general election, 
and that he will issue the call be- 
fore June 7, the last filing day for 
candidate in the primary. 

Following this announcement, Sec- 
retary of State Sullivan has sent to 
the Board of Election Commission- 
ers and the County Clerks through- 
out the State the official call for the 
August primary, including in it the 
senatorial primary. 

Official advertisements of the cal] 
will be published in newspapers to- 
morrow. 

Following the publication of the 
eall, itis expected, the candidates for 
Senator will file their declarations. 
‘The Democratic candidates probably 
will be Senator Wilfley and former 
Gov. Joseph W. Folk, and there is a 
possibility that Harry B. Hawes, who 
is in Spain, expecting to sail any 
day for the United States, awl file. 
Campbell Cummings, a St. Louis 
friend of Hawes, has cabled him the 
political situation and has urged him 
to file by cable. 

Among those more _ prominently 
mentioned as probable Republican 
candidates are John S. Leahy, a St. 
Louis lawyer; Selden P. Spencer, a 
St. Louis lawyer, and Arthur Hyde, a 
lawyer in Trenton. 

Spencer told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he had considered the 
senatorship, but that he would not 
enter into a “scramble” for it. His 
friends say that if he could have the 
nomination without opposition he 
would take it, but that he does not 
desire it if he has to make a hard 
primary fight. 


PRESIDENT EXTENDS HOOVER'S 
FOOD LICENSING AUTHORITY 


Manufacturers of Near-Beer or Oth- 
er Fermented Beverages Are 
Brought Under License June 1. 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (By A. P.). 
—President Wilson has issued a 
prociamation extending the licensing 
authority of the food administration 
s0 as to give it wider latitude in the 
control of food distribution. 

Under the proclamation, effective 
June 1, all manufacturers of near- 
beer or other fermented beverages 
containing less than one-half of one 
per cent of alcohol are brought un- 
der license. Others affected -include 
packers of canned tuna fish, packers 
of any form of preserved salmon, 
operators of poultry and egg packing 
plants not already under license; gin- 


ners, buyers, agents, dealers or oth- | 
er handlers of cottonseed not already 


licensed who handle more than 20 
tons of cottonseed a year; importers, 
manufacturers or distributers of cot- 
tonseed hulls, and owners of eleva- 
tors, warehouses or other places in 
which they are stored. 


The proclamation does not affect | 
retailers doing a business of less than | 


$100,000 a year, farmers, gardeners, 
associations or others with respect 
to the products of any farm, garden 
or land owned, leased or cultivated 
by them.

“Cut the Ropes,” Pat. 
EBEAU’S career was filled with 
battles and excitement, in 


which appeals to home _ crowds 
against the visiting umpires were 
frequent and sometimes open. It 
took ad man of brass to survive the 
umpire’s job. Such a one was Tim- 
othy Hurst, born and bred in a school 
of trouble. 

‘Tebeau used to tell the following 
story: 

‘“‘We.were playing Baltimore in 
Cleveland and the Temple Cup se- 
ries was the prize. Hurst was um- 
piring and the crowd was many rows 
deep on the field, and champing at 
the bit. Believe me. I wouldn’t have 


Hurst had been shading us on the 
close ones and I rushed him. 

“Hurst, the next bad one you call 
on us I'll cut the ropes and let them 
in on you,’’ I told him, pointing to)! 
the crazed mob, already jeering Tim. 
He said nothing and went on. 

‘‘Not five minutes later a close one 
came off and the play was on me. 
I slid into the bag in a cloud of dust 
and thought I had it. As I came up 
I was in time to hear Hurst roar: 

‘**You’re out!’ 

“And then he leaned forward and 
stuck his jaw out at me: 

‘““*Now cut the ropes, you!’*

The “Goose Hill’? Gang 
EBEAU was a product of the city 
“lots” and was a member of the 


famous “Goose Hill Gang,” of which 
Jack O'Connor was a member “also. 
The “Goose Hill’ gang was rough. It 


LIVER (“PAT”) TEBEAU was 
born in St. Louis, December 5, 

1864. His first professional baseball 
engagement was with the Jackson- 


ville, Ill., club in 1885. In 1886 he 
went to the St. Joseph club in the 
Western Association, playing at sec- 
ond base. In those days, players’ con- 
tracts did not contain the reserve 
clause, hence were free agents at the 
end of each season and privileged to 
sign with whomsoever they pleased. 

In 1887, Teabeau accepted an offer 
to play with the Denver club, also 
in the Western Association. There 
his work attracted wide attention 
and he was purchased by the Chicago 
White Stockings of the National 
League, of which “Cap” Anson was 
manager. Tebeau finished the sea- 
son of 1887 with this club, having re- 
placed Burns at third base. 

The following year, he was signed 
to play third base for the Minneapolis 
club of the Western Association and 
when that club disbanded in mid- 
season, Tebeau joined Omaha. It was 
in this year that Cleveland was about 
to place a club in the National League 
and its backers were casting for good 
ball players. Tebeau was made an of- 
fer and accepted. 


Joined Cleveland in 1889. 

He reported to Cleveland in 1889 
and played throughout the season. At 
the end of this season the Brother- 
hood revolt came and Tebeau was as- 


signed to the Cleveland club in the 
Players’ League, which ran in op- 
position to the National League club 
in the same city. He played with this 
club in the season of 1890. 

When the baseball war was de- 
clared off, and the Cleveland Players’ 
League club bought out, Tebeau was 
claimed by the Cleveland National 
club. He was signed to captain the 
club, which then bore the nickname 
of the ‘Spiders."" later he was made 
manager of the Cleveland club. 

His greatest success as manager 
came in 1895 when his Cleveland club 
won the Temple Cup series from Bal- 
timtore. Just previous to the sea- 
son of 1899, thé Cleveland franchise 
was moved to St. Louis, with the late 
Frank De Haas Robison as its back- 
er. Robison brought Tebeau here as 
manager assuming charge of the club 
in 1899. In the middle of the 1900 
season, he quit the club as manager,

Some of His Troubles. 

When Tebeau quit as manager of 
the Cardinals in 1900, he stated that 
he would devote his entire time to 


the saloon Lusiness, an enterprise he 
had been caring for in addition to 
his baseball duties. St. Louis and New 
York were fighting for last place at 
the time Tebeau quit and the follow- 
ing comment appeared in the Sport- 
ing News immediately after Tebeau 
resigned: 


“Many of the St. Louis plavers have 


not lived up to their contracts. Some 
of the men are total abstainers, but 
three or four of them have been 


drinking steadily and heavily and a 
great many of them have been keep- 
ing late hours. Some of them have 
been seen at three or four o'clock in 
the morning and one of them was 
selling newspapers at 7 o'clock one 
Sunday morning. He had taken the 
newsboy’s supply of daily papers 
away from him and was hawking 
them to the passerby. Needless to 
say, he had been up all night.” 

In*the same issue of the publication 
referred to, an interview appears with 
one of Tebeau's players, which pur- 
ports to explain the dismal showing 
of the club. It starts out as follows: 

“There is no use denying what is 
keeping us down in the race, It 
booze.”

STATE GOLF BODY 
DENIES ADMISSION 
T0 PARK PLAYERS 


Public Links’ Application Turned 
Down With Aid of St. Louis 
District Votes. 


St. Louis Municipal Athletic Asso- 
ciation golfers will have to wait an- 


cther year before gaining recogni- 
tion in their own State, although 
the Transmississippi, the Western 


and the United States Golf Associa- 
tions have already extended to them 
the hand of fellowship. 


Early this spring the St. Louis wis- 
trict Golf Association for the second 
time turned down the application of 
the park galfers for admission as 1 
district member. Yesterday E. J. 
Snowden, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Municipal As- 
sociation, announced that the State 
Golf Association had likewise voted 
against admitting the public links 
body to membership. 

Thus the free golf course experts 
are welcome everywhere except in 
their own State. The argument 
against the admission of the munici- 
pal oPganization was that its mem- 
bership was too numerous and too 
mixed in character and would clog 
the links during tournaments. 


St. Louis Opposes M. A. A. 


The St. Louis delegation to the 


State Association meeting’ consisted 
of Sterling Edmunds, T. B. Boyd, Jesse 
Carleton and Banner Miller. Mr. Boyd 
is said to have favored the admission 
of the Municipal Association. Swope 
Park’s representative of Kansas City 


also advocated the recognition of the 


St. Louis park players. Swope Park 
is a Kansas City municipal organi- 
zation and occupies the same status 
as the Forest Park Golf Association 
here. 

The State organization ts under- 
stood to have voted down the Munici- 
pal Association application because 
St. Louis District Association mem- 
bers were opposed to the recognition 
of the municipal players. 

The St. Louis District Golf Associa- 
tion is composed of all golf and coun- 
try clubs in St. Louis County and the 
Triple A, a Forest Park private club. 


Two “City Championships.”’ 

The effect of the embargo on the 
public links golfers has been to cause 
the establishment of a city champion- 
ship tournament other than that fos- 
tered by the St. Louis district. 

Practically all of the high rank mu- 
nicipal golfers make their way into 
the district and State association 
tournaments each year by joining pri- 
vate clubs. Jimmy Manion, for ex- 
ample, represented the Kirkwood 
Country Club, Clarence Woiff belongs 
to Algonquin, etc. 


New Rule Passed. 


A new rule governing the condi- 
tions under which Municipal Associa- 


tion players way represent organiza- 
tions pther than the M. A. A. in tour- 
naments was drawn up. It was sub- 
stantially as outlined in the Post-Dis- 
patch several days ago, and reads as 
follows: 

In all intercity competition and 
in all muny championship tourna- 
ments in tennis or golf, no player 
shall represent the Municipal 
Athletic Association except by 
special permission of the Central 
Courcil of the Municipal Athletic 
Association, if he has represented — 
any other tennis or golf club or 
organiaztion after May 1 of the 
current season, in: any tourna- 
ment or competition in which Mu- 
nicipal Athletic Association play- 
ers are eligible.

WAR AND WATERWAYS. 

Senator James A. Reed went straight to the 
point in his speech before the Mississippi Valley 
Waterways Association when, with rare eloquence 
and force, he proved that the use of the vast re- 
sources of the Mississippi Valley in coal, raw 
materials and labor and of its great waterways is 
necessary to the winning of the war. 

The Senator pointed out that transportation is 
a vital factor in the winning of the war because 
without adequate transportation to carry coal 
the enormious production and shipment of the sup- 
plies necessary to win the war is impossible. 
Without cars to carry coal and raw materials thé 
vast steel plants, shipyards and other factories 
which must run continuously to supply our armies 
in the field and our navy on the sea, will be shut 
down; we cannot transport soldiers, and if we 
could they would be without sufficient guns and 
nunitions of war. 

The shortage of cars, which was the primary 
cause of the coal famine and the closing order 
of last winter, will inevitably be greater the com- 
ing winter, with the continuous increase of pro- 
duction, unless ways and means are found to 
increase transportation facilities, release cars for 
the coal mines and relieve congestion in freight 
yards and ports. There is plenty of coal in the 
mines for all our needs, and more, but no coal 
can be mined without cars at the mines to receive 
and haul it. 

The railroads are inadequate to meet the de- 
mands for transportation, nor can new cars be 
supplied in time to prevent shortage under the 
present speeding up of war production and the 
stress of needs to move anid equip our rapidly 
Time is a vital factor in the 


growing forces. 
winning of the war and in reduting its cost in 


lives and treasure. 

Another point driven home with convincing 
force by the Senator is the congestion of the East- 
ern ports and industrial districts on account of the 
concentration of plants and shipping there. In 
many of the Eastern districts coal and raw mate- 
rials must be hauled long distances, labor is scarce 
and the shipping docks are overcrowded. 

The logic of the argument for bringing indus- 
tries to the Mississippi Valley and utilizing its 
limitless coal supply for production and its wa- 
It needs 


terways for transportation is irresistible. 
only to be stated to convince the wayfaring man, 
though a fool. Bringing the industries to the 
coal and using the waterways will relieve the 
railroads of heavy tonnage, release cars and wipe 
out congestion. The use of the waterways and 
the gulf ports will relieve the congestion in New 
York and other Eastern ports. 

The cost of putting lines of boats and barges 
on the rivers is a bagatelle compared with the 


cost of prolonging the war and with the benefits 


to be gained. It may be the one factor necessary 
to shortening the war and thus saving billions in 
money and hundreds of thousands of our brave 
boys in the field. The end to be gained is worth 
any cost. 

It is not a question of benefits for the Mis- 
sissippi Valley or any city or community in the 
It is solely a question of benefiting the 


valley. 
whole country and shortening the war by meet- 
ing the demands of war for production and trans- 
portation. It is solely a question of utilizing the 
vast resources of the Mississippi Valley’ and the 
energies of its population to win the war and win 
it in the shortest possible time. : 

We indulge the hope that Senator Reed, with 
the large group of Congressmen and war workers 
in Washington, who realize the necessity of 
results will press 
the lines he laid out so convincingly in St.

MR. ANTWINE 
66 F one has not traveled to any extent since our 
] Government took the railroads over, it is not 
possible to realize how the sheer pleasure of 

travel has been increased,’’ Mr. Antwine said. 

‘‘The difference, of course, is purely psychological. 
Material comfort is even less than it was by reason of 
crowds on the few trains, and mental comfort is im- 
possible by the fact that most passenger trains are 
slower than they were. 

‘‘It is, then, soul comfort that has been increased— 
a consequence of one’s changed attitude toward the 
railroad under Government control. The railroad is 
no longer the instrument of selfish and sometimes cor- 
rupt ownership. It is no longer that indefinable 
thing against which democracy easily sets its hand 
for feeling that the needs of the people are being ex- 
ploited. It is, upon the contrary, something nearer 
what we all feel it must ultimately become—the peo- 
ple’s own. 

‘*Whether) one’s Government is carrying one, or one 
is being transported by a corporation, makes a differ- 
ence to the man. I felt it strongly the last time I 
rode on a train. I found myself much kiadlier dis- 
posed to the railroad business. Whatever the faults 
of the service, I felt that those faults were still only 
our own, for the Government expresses us as nothing 
else can—as nothing else must. Consider how dif- 
ferent our attitude toward the army and navy would 
be if corporate interests did our fighting, or how dif- 
ferently we would view the faults of the postal service 
if we had some corporation handle our mai¥ for us. 

‘‘Very well. May I say that I enjoyed my last 
railroad trip under Federal auspices more than I had 
ever enjoyed a railroad trip in my life? That a was 
more finely attuned to the pleasures of travel itself— 
more sympathetic with bumping, less critical of noise? 

‘*It is, indeed, what railroading has never been be- 
fore—something we are doing for ourselves instead 
of something someone else is trying to do to us.
